explanatory observations. 

Mr. Haurorp, the Hon. Secretary, then read a mass of correspondence from 
actors engaged in the provinces, and a number of dramatic authors, all promising 
to co-operate in an undertaking of such importance to the profession generally 
for actors at minor theatres and pantomimists were precluded from the enjoyment 
of the benefits accruing from the Drury Lane and Covent Garden Theatrical 
Funds, which were established only for the relief of actors (pantomimists ex- 
cepted) engaged at the theatres royal. 

The reading of the several letters gave general satisfaction. , 
| Mr. Halford then read the address of the committee. He stated, that although 
two societies were in existence under the title of “ Theatrical Funds,” the bene- 
_volence of those excellent institutions extended to a portion only, and that not the 
_lergest, of the comparative handful of persons who were employed at the two 
| great metropolitan theatres, Drury Lane and Covent Garden. The plan of an 
Institution had consequently been devised for raising the moral and social standard 
_of the actor, by checking him in that imprudence which was habitual to mankind, 
_and for extending to the sick, the destitute, and the unemployed of the whole 
| British Stage, that succour which they were now condemned to seek in precarious 
resources. The title of this institution was ‘The Theatrical Benevolent Asso- 

ciation,” of which the fund was intended to be raised partly from contributions 
amongst the members, and partly by donations from their own body and others ; 
| for it was not attempted to be concealed, but on the contrary, it was distinctly 
_avowed, that considerable reliance was placed upon the liberality of the public, 
| founded upon considerations already referred to—viz., that the persons who were 
| the objects of this institution ‘devoted their lives and labor wholly to the service 
of the community, and that-in the cause of benevolence on such occasions the 
| public never withheld their generous sympathy. The basis of this institution, 
| however, was that of a mutual aid society. It would require that all who derived 
from it any benefit, either in their own persons, or in those of their widows or 
| children, should have essentially contributed to its support, and thus, whilst the 
| association might be fostered by public liberality, its resources must be chiefly de- 
rived from the members—to divest the relief it would afford of a character merely + 
| eleemosynary, and at the same time to avoid imposing too heavy a tax upon pub- 
‘lic benevolence. Those eligible to become members must be members of the

RECOLLECTIONS OF BARNES, THE PANTALOON. | 





Among the many curious traits of character of this ingenious artist, may be re- | 
corded that of avoiding the payment of his debts by modes peculiarly his own ; in 
fact, in this respect, Jemmy beat even Sheridan himself. Leing early in life sad- 
died with his father s family, he was constantly subjected to the attentions of duns 
ind‘lawyers ; so that his earnings could never keep exact pace with the demands | 
uade upon him. ‘The consequence was, that he in time got into such a labyrinth | 
difficulty, sach a habit of excusing himself to, and escaping from them, that he 
lecame callous to their demands, and always considered hinself happy when he could | 
woid their importunities on “Treasury Day.” On Saturday, at noon. his cre- 
litors generally assembled about the stage doors of Drury Lane, or Covent Gar- 
den: and on some otcasivns there was, as he used quaintly to say, * sucha mob 
of thom,” thet he was actually ashamed, and used to make appointments with 
thom to meet him at some tavern or public house in the neighborhood. These 
appointments he kept, or not, as the sarne happened to be convenient or other- 
wise. 
‘When solemn promises, and even oaths of assurance, failed of their effect in 
pacifying the most clamorous and severe of his creditors, writs of ca. sa. were 
taken out: aud then, many and various were the projects which his fertile brain 
bit upon to avoid the iron grasp of the bailiff. ‘The way in which the Pantelnve s| 
face is made up for pantomime prevented the possibility of his features betng re- 
eornised or identified by the sheriff's officers ; and he generally took good care, 
by a frequent change of habitation, that they should never be able to find him 
“athone:” the only chance, therefore, that they had, was to catch him as he | 
was going into, or coming out from, the theatre, either at rehearsal or during the 
performance ; and the only clues to his identity were his stature and ee | 
latter being very pecultar. In these particulars, however, he generally foiled 
them; for, being a good mimic, he could change his voice at pieasure to that of | 
any other well known actor; and his person he generally d sguised, so that his 
own mother could not know him. In this way he has left the Covent Garden and 
Drury Lane Theatres, at night, disguised as an officer, with long military boots | 
and spurs ; as a private soldier; asa naval officer, with cocked hat; asa watch- 
wan with great coat and lantern; as a barber, with white apron and shaving-pot ; 
wa black servant in livery; as a pot-boy, with a string of pewter-pots; as a 
cnfectioner’s man, with tray and jelly-glasses; as a tavern waiter, with table 
cloth and supper apparatus ; as an aged lady, with muff and pattens; asa young 
one, with bonnet and veil, and leaning ona gentleman s arm: and even as achar- 
woman of the theatre, with a pail, mop, and scrubbing-brushes ' At Drury Lane, 
when such disguises did not happen to be convenient, Mr. Leadbitter, the officer 
of Bow-street, usually lent him a helping hand; having the whole range of the 
theatre, from his situation as head of the police of that establishment, that func- 
tionary good-naturedly let Jemmy in and out by means of his master-key, when 
other resources failed him. ; 

So far so well, as regarded his exit from the theatre by the stage-door at night ; 
the great difficulty was how to elude his pursuers, when he went to and came 
ftom rehearsal, and when he went to perform his part in the evening. At Drury 
Lane, he generally managed in the morning, as well as in the evening, to pass by 
the box-entrance through the honse to the stage, and to return by the same route 
when rehearsal was over. But this was not so easily managed at Covent Garden, 
on ac-ount of the box-office being a detached building. At night, indeed, he 
easily avoided the stage-door, by entering in front and passing through the box- 
lobbies to the back part of the theatre, but, in the day time he was obliged to use 
adiscuise : and that which never failed him was the widely-plaited coat, badge, 
red velveteen breeches, &c., of a fireman belonging to one of the London insv- 
mace ofices. These, with a large red and carbuncled pasteboard nose, and a 
formidable battle-ave over his shoulder, invariably insured hit a safe ingress and 
égress into and from Covent Garden. ‘ , .

RODOLPH, GREY EAGLE, Etc. 


“Stock of Medoc and 
paragraph of that article in which mention is made of Rodolph. First, however, 
allow me to inform you that that celebrated and unbeaten race horse has entirely 
recovered from the malady called ‘big head,’’ (with which he had 
during the past season,) and is now in excellent health. 

I object to the assertion in the paragraph alluded to, that ‘‘ Rodolph for nearly 
two years enjoyed a reputation for surpassing speed, to which from actual per- 
formance he had no claim, in consequence of the error made by the Secretary in 
the Turf Register, in the time made at Louisville in 1835.” Now, my dear Sir, 
this error, so far from giving extraordinary reputation to Rodolph, deceived 
nobody ; it was well understood at the time to be purely typographical, and 
the true time was known ‘by everybody at the race tu be 5:48. [See Note 1.] 
Whatever may have been the reputation acquired by Rodolph on that occasion, 
he certainly lost none of it by his subsequent performance ; and [ assure you, Mr 
Editor, that it rested upon a far better foundation than a newspaper typographical. 
error. In proof of this, let me refer you to facts :—1st. He won all his races 
before and since 1835. 2d. He has never met with a competitor that could put 
him up, and has never been touched with whip or spur. 3d. The Turfmen gene- 
rally (I believe all) considered him the best race horse in the West. 4th. His 
turn of speed was known to be so exttaordinary, that nothing would enter with 
him, and the Lexington Association actually adopted a resolution, requesting his 
owner to withdraw him, with the view to permit other horses to enter—at the same 
time proposing to back him against John Bascombe for $20,000, which banter J. 


B. declined. —[ See Note 2.] 

These facts will satisfy you that Rodolph, while on the Turf, did not enjoy 
merely a fictitious reputation. It is scarcely necessary to speak of his race with 
Angora. On that occasion, as on all others, he failed to meet with a competitor 
worthy of his powers. Angora was literally run down ina mile andahalf. The 
most experienced sportsmen present are still of opinion, that ne horse in the world 
could have lived on that track to the end of four miles, before Rodolph’s killing 


pace that day. —[ See Note 3.]} 

If Rodolph had not been afflicted with the disease mentioned, he would have 
made a large season. Being now perfectly restored, his next season ought not 
to be prejudiced by the affliction. Sumpter, after being cured of the same dis- 
ease, got his best foals. Rodolph’s half dozen foalsof 1837 are very promising. 
One owned by C. Burorp, Esq., another by Capt. Bureriver, and another by 
Mr. Dickey, (out of the dam of Grey Eagle), you will hear from next year. Nei- 
ther could be purchased for much less than its weight in gold.

NOTES BY THE EDITOR. 


1. Our correspondent is sadly mistaken in this matter. In the first place, to please 

him, we acknowledge ourselves ‘* nobody,”’ and presume the editor of the Turf 
Register will, with like humility, submit to the propriety of the appellation. But 
we must be allowed to assert that ‘everybody ” includes quite a number of per- 
sons, of whom some ten or fifteen happen to be correspondents of the Turf Regis- 
ter and the Spirit of the Times. Now, to these gentlemen “ the true time was 
not known,” for Rodolph’s Three mile race in 5:40 was the theme of repeated 
communications in both publications. In giving the ‘‘ Characteristics, Pedigrees, 
and Performances of the Cracks of the Day” in this paper of the 4th March, 1837, 
Rodolph was intreduced in company with Mingo, John Bascombe, and Post Boy ; 
it was done on the ground that, as he had never lost a race, and had runa 2d heat 
of three miles in 5:40, he was worthy of being placed “ in a category ” with the 
horses named ; was not this giving him “a reputation to which from actual per- 
formance he was not entitled!” ” And further, does our correspondent suppose 
Col. Ciaiporne, of Mississippi, would have paid the $20,000 he did for him ex- 
cept on this ground! Rodolph never made a good four mile race while on the 
turf, and therefore was not entitled to marked consideration ; his best time in four 
mile heats was 8:08, and his racing career is comprised in sixraces. How do his 
performances compare with Mingo’s, for instance, who, in twenty races, was six- 
teen times awinner, carrying off among them six purses at Three mile heats, 
and nine at Four mile heats, making time, at all distances, ‘low down in the for- 
ties !”—or with Boston's, who this year alone has won eight races at Four mile 
heats ! 
2. So John Bascombe “ declined” Rodolph's challenge! We shall see. Ro- 
dolph’s challenge was dated Nov. 1, 1836, (for which see Spirit of the Times 19th 
of same month,) for months previous to which Bascombe was open to run him, or 
any other horse in the Union, Four mile heats, for $20,000 a-side, at Augusta, 
and notice was given that if the challenge was not accepted before the Ist of Ja- 
nuary, the horse would be withdrawn from the turf. ‘The challenge was not ac- 
cepted, and the horse was accordingly withdrawn ; but rather than disappoint Re- 
dolph’s friends, Col. Crowett offered in this paper of the 2Ist Jan. to run 
Hickory John, Four mile heats, against Rodolph, over the Hampton Course, and 
bet them $25,000 to $20,000, or bet them $20,000 even, and run the match at 
Washington, Baltimore, Camden, Trenton, or on Long Island. Does this look 
like declining the match? If it does, we can show something else much more 
like it:—Rodolph’s challenge (in which he required Bascombe to meet him in 
Kentucky, paying him $1000 for expenses) was open for acceptance until the Ist 
day of Feb., 1837, but on the 7th of January, some three weeks previous to the 
time when the match was to close, the Owners or Ropo.pu wrote us, to desire 
that we should withdraw his challenge, as it would not be in Rodolph's power to 
meet him (John Bascombe), he having been sold to a company in Mississippi! 


3. What a singular idea of a‘‘killing pace” our correspondent must have! 
“‘ No horse in the world could have lived before Rodolph’s killing pace that day !” 
—that is, on the day of his match with Angora. Now what does the reader sup- 
pose that “killing pace” was! Why, something like Omega’s four miles in 7:40, 
or Charles Carter's three miles in 5:36, of course, as Carter carried 4 lbs. more 
weight than Rodolph. Well, Rodolph’s first mile was run in 2:05—the 2d in 
2:05—the 3d in 2:15, and the 4th in 2:31, making the time of the heat 8:56! 
What a “killing pace !’” 

4 As to Grey Eagle's time. Had objections been raised to the official report of 
the time (3:41) by one or two individuals only, we never should have noticed the 
fact; it would have occurred to us that they might be prejudiced, or in er- 
ror, and there we should have let the matter rest. But we have reccived letter 
upon letter from gentlemen who witnessed the race, who declare, distinctly, 
that Grey Eagle did not run a heat in 3.41; several of these gentlemen are 
known to us, not only to be entirely disinterested, but as men of high character 
on the turf and in society ; several of them are non-residents of Kentucky, and 
have no interest whatever in the matter. at issue. Under these circumstances we 
do not feel at liberty to divulge the name of one of them (who, however, has au- 
thorized us to do so), as it would only lead to personality and bickering, probably, 
without throwing any light on the subject, or answering any desirable purpose 
whatever. Of all the friends of Grey Eagle and of his sire (Woodpecker) that have 
written us, and they have not been few, not one, that we remomber, save his owner, 
ever expressed a thorough conviction that his time is correctly reported. It is 
not surprising that Mr. Dickey should have perfect confidence ir the official re- 
port; he undoubtedly believes his horse entitled to all the credit awarded to him 
by the proper officer of the Jockey Club, and no one certainly can censure him 
for maintaining his rights against infringement. If the Timer appointed by the 
Club, however, has, through carelessness or inability to perform his duty, been 
guilty of a gross error, palpable to the good sense and judgment of impartial and 
intelligent observers, his official character will have very little weight with the 
community generally. Until more testimony is adduced of the correctness of the 
official report, we fear it will never obtain genera! credence, denied as it is by

EXTORTIONATE PRICES OF STALLIONS, — 
Gsorcetows,(Ky.), Dec. 23, 1838, 
Dear Sir,—The sports of the Turf are suspended, for the present, in Ken- 
tucky—the delightful excitement of the race is over—the Turfite’s  oceupation’s 
gone,” and he has nothing left for him to do but ruminate on bygone occurrences, 
or speculate upon the uncertain future. There is one Turfite, at least, who, inthe 
absence of a field, has been busy with his reflections upon the Turf, and its kin 
dred topics, and proposes to give you the result of his cogitations occasionally, as

As race horses have to be bred before they are run, he cannot more ap 
commence his lucubrations than ou the subject of stallions ;- and it so happens, 
that most of them, having performed their annual, or biewnial migrations, and 
taken their positions for the coming year, they have become the.leading'subject of 
conversation. It seems that Eclipse and Imp. T'ranby are to leave Ken , and 
we are to have Mingo, Imp. Zinganec, and two or three other imported horses, in 
their stead. But my concern is not about particular horses, or their-movements. 
In due season, the world will know all about them, from proclamation loud. 
Everybody knows we shall have stallions enough, and, to spare! and judging 
from the past, everybody knows we shall have to pay a round price for the priv- 
lege of breeding to these horses. And it is to this subject I would call the atte- 
tion of the readers of the Spirit of the Times. a 
Tt has been remarked, and I verily believe it true, that the owners of stallions, 
as a body, have more of the spirit of avarice and extortion than any other class 
of men; and it may be asserted in addition, that the breeders to these stallions 
are the greatest gulls upon the face of the earth. This is said “ more in somow 
than in anger,”’ not to provoke angry feelings, bat, if possible, to make the one 
class change their ways, and practice a, better morality ; and, peradventure, tore- 
move from the other the veil that conceals from themselves their own folly. Ba 
let us examine the account between stallion-owners and the breeders. With tis 
view, we will take the case of a horse that covers 110 mares, at $100 the season, 
and such cases are not rare.

dicts the report. 

The Dublin Evening Mail states that Harkaway is safe and sound, and in tip 
top condition, at the Curragh, in his owner's stable. He was to start against a 
strong field for the Victoria Plate, for which he was the favorite at immense odds 
—almost pounds to pence. 

The List of English Winning Horses in 1838 .is completed in the sporting 
papers. We see that imported Priam had thirteen winners on the Turf this sea- 
won, that won thirty-four prizes, including The Oaks, a second time. . Velocipede 
ud 18 winners, that won 40 prizes, including The Derby. Langar had 18 win- 
ners, that won 40 prizes, The Potentate alone winning eleven.
